Beneath those same walls, the 
Lenin Mausoleum is still open, 
his visitors often older folk from 
the provinces for whom the yel- 
lowing corpse represents all that 
is left of what was once the world. 

In almost every town, Len- 
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in's name and countless statues 
adorn the prize real estate loca- 
tions. 

There he stands, his features 
transformed by nameless Soviet 
journeyman sculptors into a 
clunky human caricature, urg- 
ing the masses "Forward!" into a 
cacophony of billboards and 
neon pitches for German watch- 
es, shady Russian banks, and Jap- 
anese cars priced hopelessly out- 
of-reach to all but purloiners.

Over the next year or so, 
West's policy will see the тетоу- 
al of Video Lottery Terminals 
from bars that have more than 
seven of them, and redistribu- 
tion of them to bars that have 
between zero and six of them. 
No bar will be allowed to have 
more than seven in total. 

Now that doesn't mean that I 
approve of them. I don't. In fact, 
I don't approve of any kind of 
orchestrated gambling, where 
either the private sector or the 
government makes money off of 
(primarily lower income) people 
pursuing a dream. 

Reality, however, advises that 
people want to gamble. And his- 
tory suggests our species has al- 
ways had such a proclivity. So, 
even if I can't figure out why, 
I've decided to accept the facts 
(unlike Liberal Leader Grant 
Mitchell, who seems incapable 
of doing so, as demonstrated by 
his call for banning VLTSs alto- 
gether). 

If people can't play VLTs, for 
the most part they'll inevitably 


justincreasethe amount of mon- 
ey they funnel into other types 
of gambling, like Lotto 6-495, etc. 
This seems proven by the fact 
that every year prior to the legal- 
izing of VLTs, the amount Alber- 
tans gambled on those other 
"games" increased steadily every 
year from the first year they were 
legalised. 

The VLT issue boiled down to 
fairness. 


Public hearings 


Let's consider what the pro- 
vincial government's road show 
heard from the public when they 
conducted public hearings on 
VLTs last year. 

Primarily they heard from 
arts, sports and recreational or- 
ganizations which argued the 
proceeds from VLTs should fund 
their activities or enterprises. 
Many submissions proposed the 
proceeds be available at the local 
lever, meaning if x amount was 
generated in, say, Camrose, а giv- 
en fraction of that amount 
should be used to sponsor activ- 
ities or enterprises in Camrose. 

The committee heard a lot of 
support for evening the distribu- 
tion of the VLTs and capping the 
overall number of them. In other 


words, don’t let a handful of bars 
become VLT giants at other bars’ 
or communities’ expense. 

Now that the government has 
acted on the will of the public, 
some bar owners are bellyaching 
along with some of their clien- 
tele. The Rosslyn Hotel, in north 
Edmonton, got a lot of ink on 
this subject during the last week. 
It has 30 VLTs, and its manage- 
ment is disturbedit will lose some 
of its VLT profits. 

Weli, somewhere in this 
murky issue, fairness needs to be 
considered. 

If there are only so many VLTs 
allowed, we need a formula for 
their distribution. Seven per bar 
is certainly arbitrary, and clearly 
not ideal. 


Formula 


However, I am confident that 
over the next year or so, a more 
sophisticated formula will be de- 
veloped in the wake of the 
shakeout.

Rarely has a generation gap 
been so wide or so tragic as in 
today's Russia. 

The communists' victory in 
December's elections is a remind- 
er that, just as in Canada, older 
folk don't forget to vote. 

While demographic inevita- 
bility and the lure of material 
wealth makeit unlikely that Rus- 
sia will turn back to the old sys- 
tem, the path to democracy is by 
no means secure. 

The young people inheriting 
power and their western backers 
would do well to remember that 
Mother Russia is sitting watch- 
ing their every move from be- 
hind thick spectacles at the bot- 
tom of the stairs. 

And she has experience re- 
pelling foreign invaders. e

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Authors differ in their assessments of Ralph Klein

mong admiring conserva- 

tives, Alberta Premier Ralph 
Klein’s deficit slashing has earned 
him the nickname of Newt of the 
North. His detractors call him 
other things, mostly unprinta- 
ble. Love or him or hate him: 
you can’t ignore him. 

Accordingly, Klein is the sub- 
ject of two new books, both very 
different in viewpoints. Ralph 
Klein: A Maverick Life (pub. by 
Greystone Books; 192 pp. $26.95) 
is a friendly biography of the 
cost-cutting premier. The Trojan 
Horseis not such a forgiving look. 

Frank Dabbs, the author of 
Ralph Klein: A Maverick Life, writes 
that the “reasonable citizen 
should always approach politi- 
cal leadership with healthy skep- 
ticism and deep apprehension.” 
Too bad Dabbs didn’t take his 
own advice, 

The communications consult- 
ant and Financial Post writer 
clearly admires Klein. He glosses 
over Klein’s brutal fiscal policies 
and champions his privatization 
schemes. 

“To his supporters,” writes 
Dabbs, “he is the ebullient mav- 
erick of the Canadian northwest 
frontier, a cunning and savvy 
loner who is reestablishing the 
private values and public mores 
of rural self-reliance and urban 
entrepreneurship.” 

In his glowing appraisal of 
Klein, Dabbs fashions himself 
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into one of the premier’s leading 
apologists. The premier is por- 
trayed as a brilliant and rugged 
visionary who practices tough 
love on an unappreciative prov- 
ince. 

Typically, in Dabbs’ book, the 
opposition leader is “surprising- 
ly spiritless,” critics are “muted 
by the louder paeans of praise 
from business and the conserva- 
tive media,” and the steam goes 
out of the unions. 


Cheap shot 


Dabbs even takes a cheap shot 
at a book farbetterthan his when 
it comes to a clear-eyed look at 
the Klein government's policies. 
Dabbs has the nerve to refer to 
Mark Lisac's The Klein Revolution 
as a "rambling polemic." 

Triumphant and unchal- 
lenged, Ralphieropes in theherd 
in Dabbs' bold, new west. 

It would be unfair to dismiss 
Dabbs' book entirely. As shame- 
less as Dabbs' writingis, the chap- 
ters are on Klein's early life make 
for fascinating reading, as do lat- 
er chapters on political in-fight- 
ing in the Tory party. 

But for the most part, Dabbs' 
shining tribute is so one-sided 
it's hard to take it seriously. 

The Trojan Horse: Alberta and 
the Future of Canada (pub. by 
Black Rose Books; 335 pp.; 
$19.99) also comes with its own 
agenda. The book's title is a dic- 
tionary definition. "Trojan 
Horse: Any person, process, or 
device which is intended to weak- 
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еп, subvert or destroy from with. 
in." 

Edited by two University of 
Alberta professors — Gordon Lax. 
er and Trevor Harrison, the book 
sets out to dissect Klein's gov. 
ernment. What it finds is a lot 
worse than any frog's interior. In 
essay after essay, the academic; 
'and journalists writing in thi; 
book attack Klein's policies from 
every conceivable angle. 

Laxer, for instance, examine; 
privatization and concludes tha: 
"Klein's Tories have haphazard. 
ly overturned all public services 
atbreakneck speed... for the Klein 
government privatization is а 
smokescreen for a fiscal, ideo. 
logical and even corrupt agen. 
da.” 


Social policies 


Vue opinion writer Jonathan 
Murphy clocks in with an en- 
grossing and stringently re- 
searched piece оп the govern- 
ment's social policies. 

Media manipulation, health 
care, culture and tax breaks are 
other essay topics. The essays are 
neatly structured under the head- 
ings of politics, ideology, eco- 
nomics, sectors and people. The 
result is a thorough look at and 
indictment of the current gov- 
ernment.

Tz inmates held me captive 
at the Edmonton Institution 
last month. 1 was released un- 
harmed, but I will never forget 
the experience. 

I witnessed a dress rehearsal 
of Captive Theatre, aptly named 
by the inmates who wrote and 
performed the show. Unfortu- 
nately, not many people will get 
to see this production. 

The show was later performed 
before invited guests only. The 
presentation, Captive Theatre, de- 
picted several aspects of family 
violence, combining drama with 
wretched statistics- likethe 11,000 
Alberta women and children who 
took refuge in shelters last year. 


Steel bars 


It was the dichotomy of see- 
ing tough exteriors expose such 
raw emotion that wrenched my 
guts. If steel bars could bend as 
easily as these men, there'd be 
nothing but empty cells. I 
couldn't think of many men 
open enough to say, "I'll tell you 
howalittleboy was violated into 
an enraged man." 

Rarely have I heard any man 
aware enough to express "If two 
people could look at each other 
as equals in a relationship, the 
statistics on spousal violence 
would drop tomorrow." 

Corrections Canada is fund- 
ing the program, facilitated by 
Azimuth Theatre. 

Azimuth Theatre was estab- 
lished in 1991 with the inten- 
tion of creating dramas based on 
research, empowering individu- 
als and institutions to achieve 
social change. 

The project was first tested in 
1993. Charles Andrews, Chief of 
Education at the Edmonton In- 
stitution, felt the program was 
having an impact on the partic- 
ipants. 

"This is a different approach 
to dealing with issues. It is de- 
signed to bridge the gap between 
cognition and emotion. The in- 


mates learn intellectually, but 
also learn to think, feel and ex- 
press in a powerful way." 

While there are other prisons 
using drama as a learning tool, 
this program is unique in Cana- 
da because the participants have 
toresearch and develop their own 
scripts.

Although Wilder's 1954 film 
Sabrinais considered a classic and 
features the likes of Humphrey 
Bogart (Casablanca), Audrey Hep- 
burn (Roman Holiday) and Wil- 
liam Holden (The Wild Bunch), it 
is nowhere near my favorite 
Wilder film. 


‘Updated’ 


Still, 1 approached Sydney 
Pollack’s new, “updated” Sabri- 
na with much trepidation. I 
mean, Julia Ormond in the Hep- 
burn role? Admittedly, Pollack 
has done some great films of his 
own, and, well, he made Tootsie, 
the best drag film since Jack Lem- 
mon and Tony Curtis donned 
dresses. 

But, you know, it just didn’t 
happen. Harrison Ford bites the 
big one. He scores big points in 
my book ‘cause he was Han Solo 
and Indiana Jones. Under the 
right circumstances he has pulled 
off comedy, but not here. 

As the eccentric but brilliant- 
ly-focused Linus Larabee, leader 
of the world-dominating Larabee 
Communications Company, 
Ford is required to first be odd, 
then become cold-hearted and 
finally “evolve” into a romantic 
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fool. 

He does handle the odd part 
quite well, and he has a number 
of funny moments early in the 
film, such as when he demon- 
strates the indestructibility of a 
new television set he hopes his 
company willsoon manufacture. 

As cold-hearted he’s ade- 
quate, butasromantic he's down- 
right pathetic. He also looks a 
wee bit too old to be of interest 
to the rather young Ormond. In 
real life there's a 24-year age dif- 
ference between the two. 

The story is about the Lar- 
abee chauffeur's daughter, Sabri- 
na (Ormond), mostly ignored by 
Linus and his playboy brother 
David (talk show host Greg Kin- 
near), until her return from a 
two-year excursion in Paris. Sud- 
denly, David falls head-over- 
heels for Sabrina, threatening to 
ditch his fiancee Dr. Elizabeth 
Tyson (Picket Fences star Lauren 
Holly). 


Cold-hearted bastard 


This irks Linus as Elizabeth’s 
father Patrick (Richard Crenna) 
owns the rights to the indestruct- 
ibletelevision and is considering 
a merger with Larabee Commu- 
nications. 

Linus has to stop David from 
seeing Sabrina and get him back 
together with Elizabeth. And be- 
ing the cold-hearted bastard that 
he is, Linus’s methods include 
injuring his brother and attempt- 
ing to break Sabrina’s heart. Un- 
fortunately, Linus finds himself 
also falling in love with Sabrina. 
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Despite nice performances 
from Ormond, Kinnear (who was 
a drama major in college), John 
Wood (The Madness Of King 
George) as Sabrina's father, and 
Nancy Marchand (The Naked 
Gun) as Linus and David's moth- 
er, this film sucks. It looks great 
and in many places has a classic 
Hollywood feel.

Non-professional 


The lead, Hossein Rezei, is a 
non-professional actor whose 
total lack of guile is — in and of 
itself — beguiling.

Does it have the mystique of an artist's loft situated 
in the ruin of some French provincial insane 
asylum? 

You wouldn't think so. 

Spencer J. Harrison leads the way to his 
improvised studio through a series of tunnels, 
empty lobbies, past derelict nursing stations, up an 
ominously silent elevator onto a darkened floor in 
an unnamed and thoroughly secured wing of the 
nearly-defunct Misericordia Hospital. 

Harrison wishes his exact location to remain 
unspecified. 

You wanted mystique? There ya go. Bring your 
own pigeons and cobwebs. 

Harrison is the featured artist of Latitude 53 
Gallery's show Would You Beat This Man? starting 
today. Its informal title is The Fag Project and it's 
admittedly tough to be jocular when the subject is 
gay-bashing. So he isn't. 

Instead, he wields a massive and sharply-honed 
sense of irony and sometimes he laughs with it. 
The ironies in his life have a fine pedigree. He 
grew up in Peterborough, Ont., an oversized farm 
town "with pickups running up and down 
nfainstreet." While he absorbed a farmer's 
pragmatic attitude nothing painterly entered his 
mind. No. Like many a small town boy creatively 
bent Spencer J. Harrison proclaimed, "I want to be 
an actor!" And he was good enough to land a slot 
and scholarship at the National Theatre School. 

“Then I got real-ly smart about it," he smiles at 
his smug logic, "I thought, "Well if I [act] it's not a 
very stable career, I won't make a stable living at 
it. Right?' So I went to a different university — 
hoping to go into museum work thinking "That 
would be a good stable career.' Never painted 
hefore. I painted in my first year because I had to 
have a studio course. " 

"In the middle of the course, I decided I didn't 
care what I did with the rest of my life, I was going 
to paint," and now he laughs, "I left acting 
because..." 

The fire, it turns out, was better than the frying 
pan. Peterborough's Trent University hired him on 
as an Artist in Residence. А hometown kid with а 
hometown gig. Within hours of a university press 
article announcing this series, a long-term project 
of his, threatening calls littered his phone line. It 
got worse. 

Mystique be damned. Pragmatism. It's lonely, but 
it works. 

As for the show itself, a deadline looms. Several 
works of varying size are done and gone to 
Latitude 53. Harrison, not yet finished the last 
piece, looks jangled for the first time, “It’s a year's 
worth of work that's been produced in three 
months — here in Alberta, based on interviews 
conducted here." 

It's an eight foot high, 73-foot-wide wall of 
surgical gauze. Surgical gauze. Remember. Irony. 
Its painted black. Looming out of the dark are 
images of imminent violence — disembodied arms, 
fists, weapons of choice.

The ironies of gay-bashing according to Spencer J. Harrison 


Man? dominates the room. It’s the ugly aspect of 
the redneck he feels Alberta might otherwise 
proudly bare. In its final form the piece is not an 
accusation, but an invitation. 

The guy espouses many old-fashioned values, 
including polite diction; he could have read the 
charges at Nuremberg and made it sound like an 
invitation to tea with his granny. He gives the 
background: 

“The central subject of the piece, the gentleman 
interviewed, was in a mixed bar — mixed being gay 
and straight. It wasn't touted as being a ‘gay’ bar. 
One of the employees of the bar came into the bar 
and stood in the bar saying, ‘he’s one, she’s one, 
he’s one, she’s one’ pointing out all the queer 
patrons and then stood outside the bar while the 
bashing took place. It’s never been proven whether 
or not the owner of the bar paid to have that take 
place but he definitely brought the bashers іп.” 

It didn't matter. The bar's straight patrons 
apparently didn't appreciate the owner's actions 
any more than the gays and the place folded. 

Harrison doesn't celebrate pyrrhic victories by 
committing them to canvas. Instead, he offers his 

work in lieu of violent confrontation: an invitation. 

Would You Beat This Man? will encircle the 
viewer, making the viewer subject to those 
partially glimpsed attackers. The viewer may step 
outside at will. 

Not all the images arise from his interview 
series. Some are from the same sequence of events 
as the crank calls. Coaxed, Harrison relents and 
specifies the two that are his: "The gentleman with 
his hands on his hips that has no head and the 
gentleman with his hands hooked on his belt. 1 had 
three guys moving from one bar to another and I'm 
walking down the street and they stop me. 

“You're the faggot who's making the art,’ one 
pushed me up against the wall, ‘What the hell 
makes you think that you're the one that's 
okay and we're the ones that aren't?" 

“I said, "Well, your buddies are standing 
behind you covering their names on their 
jackets so I won't be able to identify you. 
That's part of it, don't you think?' And 
they kind of stood back and instantly 
dropped their hands from covering their 
names. As far as their faces go — doesn't 
matter what their faces look like." 

Outside waits the rest of The Fag 
Project. The bulk of Harrison's work will 
be displayed at Latitude 53. Three other 
pieces are farmed out to his co-sponsors, 
the Misericordia, the U of. A Hospital and 
Edmonton Police Headquarters, the three 
bodies working together in the name of 
preventative medicine. 

An agreeable objective, Harrison 
wouldn't be here otherwise. Yet he also 
sees things like an Edmonton City Police 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force with a case 

load of zero. No one reports anything as 
a hate crime. Compounding the skewed 
stats is the Government of Alberta's 
intent to opt out of the Canadian Charter 
of Rights altogether, a potential problem 
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preference. 

"That is completely unacceptable," says Harrig, 
in his strongest language. He sadly understanq;
